A letter’ from: Florence by an American 
gentleman, gives somo particulars of the 
mothod ddopted: by (te Italiana to render 
their builtinga fire-proof..

AGRICULTURAL FARM. 


After reutine business, Mr, E. B, Wood 
moved for copic# of all the papers and 


communications in tho posacssion of the 
Goveroment relative to the Agricultural 
College. Ho took occasion to complain of 
the dilatory manocria which tho catablish- 


ment of the College, so important to the 
ricultural community. had been treate dd 

He could see no reason why the siteahould 

be travsferred from Mimico: and Clem 

nevuced the pretexts raised by the Agricul» 
toral Council aa fnyotous and al urd, 

Tfon. Mr. MoKencan promised that the 
action of ibe Government would be thor

No eati ‘ory reasons had been offered 
by the Government for removing the Col- 
lege from Mimico; and be dirt nat believe 
thata more suitable locality could be 
found. 

MARRIAGE LAWS.

Mr. E. B, Weod explained tho bearing 
of Henry the Eighth’s Act of1838 depriving 
foreign authorivies of, and investing the 
Crown with the power of granting marriage

of 1588. In order to adjust the marriage

The Mayor’s Addrcas, 


The following is a synopsis of the Ad- 
dress of the Mayor to the Council, unavoid- 
ably crowded out yesterday : 

It was gratifying that the Town was ina 

rosperous condition, both in regard to pub 
fio and private improyements, Of course 
these public requirements réquired a large 
expenditure. The Union School would be. 
a credit to the town,and was fast approach- 
ing completion, If it could be done with- 
out compromising the interests of the town, 
the lessee of the Market should be placed in 
possession of the lower storey of the market 
building, The Cemetery question had been 
buried. by the incorporation of a Company 
and the selection of a site, which would 
soon be ready for the use of the Town. The 
use of gas on the West side of tho river 
should be extended, and the uso of coal oil 
lamps discontinued. This would’ be to the 
interests of the town, which was a large 
sharoholder in the Company, as well as to 
the interests of the Company itself. The 
harbor had beén much improyed by tho 
dredging which had been done, but it was 
evident that much would haye to be done 
annually, and it would be well to consider 
whether or not the town should procure a 
dredge, It wouldbe well for the Council 
to appoint a Oommittee to confer with the 
Government of Ontario in relation to the 
claims of the Town with regard to the dis- 
tribution of the surplus. The Grand Junc- 
tion was advancing towards completion,and 
he hoped that by next year trains would be 
ruoning at least between Belleville and 
Peterborough. ‘The Council, while protect- 
ing tho interests of the Town,would do well 
to throw no obstruction in the way of the 
enterprise, It would alro be well for the 
Council to state what streets, if any, they 
were willing to grant for use of road, aud 
should intimate to the Company where they 
wished the terminus to be located. It was 
of importance that the country people should 
be induced to do their marketing here, and 
he, thought, in that view, the terminus 
should be as near the market as possible. 
This was his individual opinion. As the 
representative of the Council at the Board, 
he should feel it his duty to represent the 
expressed wishes of the Council. Gn Satur 
day night he had received a telegram from 
K. Graham, Esq., stating that the members 
of the Ontario Government and Legislature 
intended visiting the Deaf and Dumb In- 
stitution ou Friday, and he recommended 
that a suitable reception be given to them. 
He presumed that a great majority of the 
members would come, It would be the duty 
of the Council to appoint a Trustee of the 
Union School at its next session. As ex 
officio member of all Committees, he should 
be glad to atrend their meetings and give 
his experience. Hé concluded by boping that 
the year would be pleasant and prosperous, 
and hoped ‘bat the Council would assist 
him in the discharge of his duties. He had 
no doubt that the year would be harmon. 
ious.

ONTARIO PARLIAMENT. 


(From the Toronto Mall's Synopsis.) 
Toronro, Jan, 22, 
RAILWAY AID. * 

After routine business, a long discussion 
arose on Mr, Rykert’s motion forthe cor- 
respondence in connection with the South- 
ern Extension of the Wellington, Grey and 
Bruce Railway, and the Toronto, Grey 
and Bruce Railway. Mr, Rykert, in a very 
able manner, pointed out the extrabrdinary 
circumstances attending Mr, Blake's con-~ 
duet fo giving aid to the Southern Exten- 
sion on the eve of the elections, after ignor- 
ing the claim of the road during the previ- 
ous session —and giving this ala contrary 
to his own, doctrine, without agking the 
consent of the Legislature, While on the 
subject, Mr, Rykert settled all dispute with 
regard to the hurried manner in which the 
Government passed’ the railway grant® o 
the close of last seasion.

March 2nd. Mr. Cameron, Mr. Lauder, 
and’ others, took part in the digcussion ; 
and on the other aide, Messrs. Cedoks and 
McKellar were peominent in defence, 


UNANIMOUS VERDICTS, 

After recess the public biila and orders 
were taken up, considerable disacussion 
being provoked by Mr. Macdonald's bill to 
provide that in civil causes the verdict of 
4 jury should not bé’ unanimous. The 
feature of the discussion ‘was Mr. B. B, 
Wood'a speech, showing the beneficial effect 
of the English jury system on the social 
weltare of the communities in which it was 
in yogue. Mr, Wood pointed out that 
though juries might err, their extstence, aa 
now constituted, was indispensable toa 
proper respect for the wdministration of 
Justice.
